SECRET SERVICE AGENTS OF THE ARMY OF THE POTOMAC DIRECTED BY ALDAN PINKERTON

OMPARED with Pinkerton and his men, the dangers 
encountered by the modern sleuth siilk into insig­ 
nificance. For, unlike the detective of today, who 
has everyone on his side except the guilty, Pinkerton 
and his followers were not only forced to conceal their 
identity from those whom they were pursuing, but were 
also liable at any moment to betray themselves to the 
entire community in which they moved.

the International Congress on Tuber­ 
culosis was held in 1908. 
nothing 
had been done up to that time in 
combatting consumption in Wiscon­ 
sin. 
The splendid accomplishments 
that have come about directly 
in 
fighting the White Plague, will un­ 
doubtedly be duplicated in the other 
preventable diseases which 
include 
typhoid, pneumonia, the contagious 
diseases 
of 
childhood, 
diarrhoeal 
diseases of infancy, etc.” 
Amongst the Wisconsin agencies 
which will participate in the Con­ 
gress, are the State Board of Health, 
the Dairy and Food Commission, the 
Wisconsin Anti-Tuberculosis Asocia-

Both th© bright 
and 
the dark 
sides of the American educational 
system are discussed by Dr. P. P. 
Claxton, the United States commis­ 
sioner of education, in his annual 
review 
of 
educational conditions, 
soon to be issued for free distribu­ 
tion by the United State* bureau of 
education. 
Dr. Claxton notes that the av er-1 
age number of days attended by each 
child enrolled in the public schools j 
increased in the first decade of thi* 
century by almost 14 per cent. Nev­ 
ertheless, he points out the average 
daily attendance of these children is 
still only 113 days in the year, or less 
than 5 % months. Assuming that this 
rate of attendance 
shall 
continue 
through the 13 school years (5 to 
I S) the average amount of schooling 
received by each child of the school 
population will be only 1,046 days 
or a little more than five years of 
ten school months each. 
Salaries Increase 
The average monthly salary for 
male teachers has increased about 
38 per cent in the decade under dis­ 
cussion, while female teachers are 
getting 27 per cent more than In 
1900. 
At the same time the average 
wage for public school teachers all 
over the country, including teachers 
in the wealthy cities and in the high 
schools, is less than $500, about $3 
a day for the actual number of days 
taught, about $1.60 
a 
day for the 
actual working days of the 
year. 
In this connection, Dr. Claxton says 
that it should be remembered that 
teachers are expected to give their 
entire time either to the actual work 
in the schoolroom, to school work 
which must be done out of school 
hours, or to preparing themselves, in 
summer schools and elsewhere, for 
better service. 
Clearly there must be a large in­ 
crease in the salaries of teachers be­ 
fore we may expect the efficient sr- 
vic which is desirable. 
Wage Too Low 
In some states the wage scale for 
teachers falls far below the country­ 
wide average. Thus, Dr. Claxton ob­ 
serves: “In eleven states the aver­ 
age annual salary for teachers is 
less than $400; in eight it is less 
than $300; in two, less than $250. 
For salaries like this it is clearly 
impossible to hire the services of 
men and women of good native abil­ 
ity and sufficient scholarship, train­ 
ing and experience to enable them to 
do satisfactory work.” Moreover, “a 
very large per cent of the teachers 
are men and women less than 21 
years old. 
In the country at large 
less than one-half have had adequate 
preparation for their work. 
In some 
states less than 25 per cent have had 
the full preparation given by normal 
schools and in most of the states less 
than IO per cent of the teachers in 
th© country schools have had such 
preparstion. Few continue to teach 
long enough to gain wisdom 
and 
skill from experience. 
In eeveral 
states from 20 to 30 per cent of the 
teachers every year are beginners. 
In a few states the average length 
of srvice is less than four years of 
six months each.” 
' 
Income Too Low 
Continuing his review Dr. Claxton 
•hows that the value of all public 
school property increased more than 
seventy-five per cent in the first ten 
years of this century, but that even 
now it amounts to less than $40 for 
each child of school age. Similarly, 
although the income of public schools 
has increased more than 83 per cent 
in this period, still even now it is very 
low in many commonwealths. Thus 
the expenditure for public education 
Is less than $5 per capita in 25 states 
and less than $2.50 per capita in ten 
states. 
Dr. Claxton also rem arks that the 
number of public high schools in this 
country for the period 1900-1910 in­ 
creased more than 70 per cent, and 
that the number of high school pupils 
jumped more than 76 per cent. How­ 
ever, there is still much room for 
improvement. Says Dr. Claxton: “The 
United States bureau of education 
has no reliably statistics on the sub­ 
ject, but it is quite probable that lees 
than half the children of the country 
finish well more than the first six 
grades, only about one-fourth of the 
children ever enter high school, less 
than eight in every IOO doe the full 
four years of high school work. Few­ 
er than five in IOO receive any educa­ 
tion above the high school.” 
Colleges Show Increase 
Aa for the colleges and institutions 
or like grade, their productive endow, 
ment increased 65 per cent, their in­ 
comes, exclusive of additions to en­ 
dowments. 
increased 173 per cent, 
their faculties grew 61 per cent and 
their 
student 
bodies 67 per cent. 
Here also. 
Dr. 
Claxton says th at 
much remains to b© done. “Of the 
four or five millions of young men 
and women of college age in t he 
country, only about 
two 
hundred 
thousand are doing college work iu 
standard institutions. Less than two 
per cent do the full four years' woik 
and take a degree.

The 
terras are summarized by La Fol- 
lette's Weekly as follows:

five acres to one person, for periods 
of twenty years, with the privilege 
of renewal at the end of that time. 
The rental varies from $5 to $50 per 
annum, according to the size and lo- 
cation of the lot and the amount of 
timber on it. This makes practically 
free ownership, for the restrictions 
upon the lease are very few. He may 
cut only 'such trees as are marked by 
the foresters, he must pay the mar- 
ket price for them, must use all pos- 
sible care in building 
fires, 
and 


agree not to sell liquor upon the 
premises or to sublet without the 
consent of the forestry board. Tfhese 
restrictions are well overbalanced by 
the low rental, protection from fire 
and molestation, and freedom to en- 
joy the use of the whole reserve.' 


"This offer is open to residents 


of other states. 


"The plan will prove profitable to 


the state not only by direct public 
revenue from rents but by bringing 
many summer home seekers and va- 
cationists into the state. It will in- 
sure the preservation of the forest 
region, with the- consequent protec- 
tion of the water supply, and It will 
give resource's of health and happi- 
ness to thousands. 


"Wisconsin and its state forester
